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Tue House Furnishing Review has come 
forward as the journalistic champion of 
department store interests, and in the fol- 
lowing interesting editorial pronounces ex cathedra 
the manifest destiny of retail hardware dealers: 


The Gage 
Accepted 


“A singular state of affairs exists out in Minnesota. It 
seems that in the year of our Lord 1902, and of the growth 
of department stores in America about the fifty-second, a con- 
vention of hardware dealers in the state of Minnesota has 
solemnly resolved to boycott all jobbers who sell to depart- 
ment stores. 

It is hard to understand just where the retail dealers of 
Minnesota have been during the last ten or twenty years. 
it would be charitable to suppose that they had been enjoying 
the sleep of a Rip Van Winkle. Surely no live body of 
business men could be so blind to the signs of the times, so 
utterly out of joint with the spirit of the age, as not to know 
that the department stores have not only come to stay, but 
that they have also come to supplant in all the larger cities 
the very class of hardware dealers who are engaged im send- 
ing up this protest. 

The order of the day is concentration. It holds good in 
all lines of industrial enterprise. We see evidences of its 
onward sweep on all sides. It is gradually obtaining in the 
selling as well as in the manufacturing end of trade. The 
great iron, steel, leather, rubber, and the many other big 
interests of this country have already been combined. Move- 
ments are well under way for the combining of the big china 
and glassware interests in our own trade. Even as this issue 
of the House Furnishing Review goes to press the big hard- 
ware jobbers of the country are planning a combination that 
will wipe out the little fellows in Minnesota so effectually 
that their last despairing cries will never reach to the sea- 
board. The big men in the hardware business have read the 
signs of the times, and are farseeing. They know that there 
is only one hope left for their trade, and that is to “concen- 
trate.” With a few big jobbing houses scattered through 
the country only can they hold their own with the department 
stores. 

If the hardware dealers in Minnesota, and the complaining 
ones in other states as well, are wise, they will cease their 
‘baying at the moon,’ accept the inevitable, and turn their 
energies to other nnes ot work white yet there is time.” 


We have no doubt that the department stores would 
_be very glad to have hardware dealers “turn their en- 
ergies to other lines of work,” but it is childish for their 
organ to snarl and cavort around because this program 
meets with opposition. From the standpoint of the 
predatory fox it is the rooster’s destiny to gratify 
vulpine appetite, but who can blame chanticleer for a 
little obtuseness in the matter. 


AND HARDWARE RECORD. 


In the nursery rhyme we read that 


“Once there was a cassowary 
On the plains of Timbuctoo 
That did eat a missionary, 
Bible, bones and hymn-book, too.” 


If, then, the retail hardware dealer is cast for the role 
of missionary while the department store will emulate 
the voracious cassowary, why should the victim be 
called down for making an outcry? If, as this eastern 
contemporary intimates, the retail hardware dealer has 
no alternative but to get out of business as quickly as 
possible, why should he not complain? Cannot the 
lamb bleat when it feels the clutches of the wolf? Are 
not protestations the legitimate weapons of weaklings ? 

It is all very well for the House Furnishing Review 
to contemptuously order the retail hardware trade to 
get off the earth. Their tenure of commercial life is 
far securer than that of illegitimate competitors who by 
fraudulent advertising hope to gull the public into buy- 
ing granite ware seconds, shoddy cloth, out of date 
garments, second-hand false teeth and other trash at 
higher prices than the legitimate dealer asks for genu- 
ine value. 

The more the public finds out abuut the business 
methods of a progressive retail hardware dealer the 
larger will be his patronage. The oftener people are 
“bitten” by alleged department store bargains the less 
credence will they place in their systematic misrepre- 
sentations and daily sacrifice sales. 

The ignorance displayed by the writer of the malig- 
nant screed under discussion is naive. This gifted 
sycophant of an artificial concentration airily consigns 
the retail hardware dealer to a commercial grave by 
declaring “Even as this issue of the House Furnishing 
Review goes to press the big hardware jobbers of the 
country are planning a combination that will wipe out 
the little fellows in Minnesota so effectually that their 
last despairing cries will never reach to the seaboard.” 

So this brainy paragrapher thinks that the jobbers 
are contemplating organization to wipe out the retailer 
and that in order to sell more goods they are going 
to force their present customers out of business. Real- 
ly the intelligent reader of such a squib as this is in a 
quandary whether to ridicule the ignorance of commer- 
cial conditions displayed or to feel disgusted at the ar- 
rogant spleen of the writer. 

Well, New York will shortly organize and the satir- 
ists of the department store press will soon have the 
pleasure of finding themselves up against a cordon of 
“little fellows.” There will be “little fellows in Maine,” 
“little fellows in New York,” “little fellows in Arkan- 
sas,” “little fellows in Colorado,” all backing up the 
just protests of the “little fellows in Minnesota.” There 
will not be any question of the big fellow in the Nation- 
al Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association, 30,000 strong, 
from “holding his own” with the department stores. 
The only question will be how many department stores 
have drag enough to “hold their own” with the big fel- 
low? 

Be these things as they may, all hardware dealers 
should find considerable comfort in reading the able 
editorial reproduced above. The department stores have 
precious little logical excuse for existence if all that 
so valiant a champion as they have in the House Furn- 
ishing Review can say against retail hardware stores 
is to haughtily wave his hand and bawl ’Raus mit ene. 
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ApRIL 15 the National Association of Manufacturers 
will meet at Indianapolis and New Orleans will make 
an active bid for 1903 convention of this association. It 
already has the next National Hardware Association 
convention, and if its shakings of the tree cause this 
second convention plum to drop into the lap of the 
Mardi Gras city it will mean much to the future in- 
dustrial progress of this southern city. 


Ir is a fundamental principle of equity 
that a plaintiff seeking relief must come 
into court with clean hands. When 
rogues fall out over the spoils of some nefarious trans- 
action, the worsted villain has little chance of securing 
his share of the plunder by instituting proceedings in 
equity. In looking over a Chicago legal newspaper re- 
cently we found an interesting case of a bill filed by a 
very large mail order house to enjoin the publication 
of their catalogue which had been copied bodily by a 
concern just starting into business. The new concern 
simply changed the names at the top and bottom of the 
printed pages. Upon an examination of the catalogue, 
it appeared that there were many false and fraudulent 
statements therein. Certain advertisements, for in- 
stance, quoted alleged reduced prices on articles which 
could be obtained anywhere in the market for the same 
price. The exclusive right to sell certain articles 
“manufactured expressly” for them was claimed, when 
in truth, these articles were manufactured for any per- 
son who chose to give an order to the manufacturer. 
In other words, the catalogue contained so many mis- 
representations that it became apparent to complainant, 
when the answer of the defendant was filed, that they 
had violated a fundamental principle of equity and 
had not come into court with clean hands, so the bill 
was dismissed. 

The decision cannot but prove helpful to the retail 
dealers. Too often the charge has been sneeringly 
made that the crusade against the catalogue house was 
only a whining appeal for sympathy from the under 
dog. Other sympathizers with the catalogue house and 
department store have gone so far as to declare the 
average retail store an anachronism when compared 
with the supply house and to glibly speak of the man 
who first visits the mail order house and then the 
country store as the twentieth century prototype of 
Hans Christian Andersen’s Dutch councillor who 
went to sleep in the eighteenth century, and on having 
the goloshes of fortune slipped on his feet, mysterious- 
ly awoke to find himself living in the sixteenth cen- 
tury. 

There is no force in these gibes. The very keynote 
of supply house methods is fraudulent advertising. 
Their catalogues offer goods at “cost” on which they 
make a profit of 40 per cent. In view of the numerous 
misdemeanors of these concerns, such as the attempt- 
ed debauching of postmasters into accepting commis- 
sions on money orders and the worthless character of 
the goods they warrant as high grade in every particu- 
lar, their claiming the exclusive right to sell certain 
articles “manufactured expressly for us,” when any one 
can buy them, seems by comparison to be but mild 
roguery. Nevertheless, it is an attempt to deceive the

public that should be prohibited by legislative enact- 
ment. 

A concern who cannot secure relief in equity when 
their catalogue is stolen bodily on account of their digi- 
tal dirtiness is certainly doing an illegitimate business 
and one whose continuance is a menace to the cause 
of honest merchandising. 


RANDOM SKETCHES.

THE STOVE manufacturers are basking in the sun- 
shine of prosperity. Among the makers of cooks and 
heaters who have been ostentatiously displaying their 
profits of the past year are the Lebanon Stove Works, 
Lebanon, Pa., as the Report of that city, in its issue 
of April Ist says: 


“STOVE WORKS’ NEW WAGON. 

The Lebanon Stove Works received 
a new dray wagon this morning from 
the Anchor Spring Wagon Works, at 
Elizabethtown, Pa., through Mr. E. M. 
Hottenstein. It came by way of the C. 
& L. Railroad.” 

The entire stove manufacturing world is very lucky. 
If the Lebanon Report had dug up this item a week 
earlier the clever gentlemen representing the Iron 
Molders’ Union of North America would not, in all 
probability, have been content with any such bagatelle 
as a 5 per cent raise in molders’ wages. I do not doubt 
that when Martin Fox reads this item he will turn to 
his companion in arms, David Black, and exclaim: 
“Dave, if we had only known that the stove manufac- 
turers were so all-fired prosperous that they can buy 
new dray wagons, we wouldn’t have weakened and let 
the representatives of the Stove Founders’ National 
Defense Association off with anything less than Io per 
cent at the very least.” 

* * * 

WHEN a traveling salesman is engaged he signs a 
contract for a stated period, which rigidly states what 
territory he shall cover, what compensation he shall 
receive. Some of these contracts contain all sorts of 
stipulations, but none of them have a word to say on 
the most important question of fixing prices. 

When Warren Hastings was governor-general of 
India he used to get letters from the moguls of the 
East India Company which read like this: “Treat the 
Hindoos real kindly. The must be fostered and not 
oppressed. Please send us 10,000,000 additional lacs of 
rupees this year.” Well, Warren was onto his job, 
and he sent in the rupees. The traveling man receives 
homilies of a similar nature. “You must maintain 
prices. You must sell $5,000 worth of goods this 
month.” 

The traveler concedes the abstract correctness of the 
injunctions he receives to maintaining prices, but he 
reflects that orders are what his house want. 

If we were to ask an employer who is party to a con- 
tract with a drummer, if the drummer has the right to 
fix prices we would be told “no.” If we were to ask 
the employer if the drummer does fix prices, we would 
get an evasion. 

Jas. T. Jenkins of Nashville, Tenn., in discussing this 
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state of affairs in a publication devoted to credit men, 
says: 

“I am of the opinion that nearly all contracts be- 
tween employer and salesman are to some extent rec- 
ords or agreements, and that the existing (so-called) 
system of selling goods by “traveling men” is under- 
mining our commercial structure. The original sphere, 
and function of the “traveling man” was agent and 
salesman for his principal; and this conception exists 
to-day, in the mind of the average business man. But, 
in the mind of the credit man who analyzes the word, 
traveling salesman means the itinerant buyer for the 
retail merchants in his territory. 

“It is clearly the duty of the buyer, let him be resi- 
dent or itinerant, to obtain the lowest prices, the long- 
est terms of credit, the highest rate of discount and 
the most indistinct date in which to discount. 

A recently developed, and, apparently, the para- 
mount, duty of the itinerant buyer is to obtain an ex- 
tension on maturing obligations for all the merchants 
for whom he buys. 

If indications are worth anything, he is a poor buyer 
who cannot guarantee an extension (without interest) 
before he makes a sale. ; 

“If there is a quality the American people admire, 
it is loyalty—as an American. I congratulate the 
itinerant buyer on his allegiance to his principles; 
meaning, of course, the retail merchants for whom he 
buys.”

SprinG is here and while it behooves the hardware 
dealer to make the most of the demand for all sorts 
and conditions of goods from tacks to refrigerators, 
he should also, however, get some of the joy of life and 
indulge in some of the pleasures of the summer. Why 
should not hardware dealers in some city of 25,000 or 
30,000, that contains enough of the trade to get up a 
good baseball nine, form such an organization and 
challenge the hardware dealers in some adjacent city 
to a trial of skill? 

All work and no play makes Jack a dull boy, and 
a hardware merchant of 45 needs recreation just as 
much as a 16-year-old lad. 

The other day I happened to glance at a recent copy 
the Australian Hardware and Machinery and could 
readily see from the following items that hardware 
dealers in the antipodes have a good time once in a 
while: 

“The Wellington (New Zealand ) Hardware Club held 

“The Wellington Hardware Club held its 
annual general meeting on January 30, when the 
first annual report and balance sheet were presented. 
Formed on October 9, 1900, the club, it is stated, has 
received the hearty support of all the hardware em- 
ployers and the bulk of the employes in the city. Nec- 
essarily the expenses of the first year have been heavy, 
but the term closes with a balance in hand of over 
£8, besides some £100 worth of furniture. The to- 
tal receipts amount in round figures to£297, £56 be- 
ing received as entrance fees, £51 as subscriptions, 
£86 as donations, and £103 from ‘billiards and 
euchre.’ As indicated by the last item the rooms, 
which were secured for two years, have been provided 
with a billiard table and other recreative accessories. 
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Besides indoor engagements, such as the ironmongers’ 
ball, various out-door meetings with local or more dis- 
tant clubs were included in the past year’s pro- 
gramme.” 

“The Victorian Hardware Assistants’ and Trade 
Association held their seventh annual picnic at Sorren- 
to on Saturday, March 8, the fine steamer ‘Hygeia’ 
having been chartered, as on former occasions. A start 
will be made from the Port Melbourne pier at 9:30 
a. m. sharp, the last connecting train leaving the city 
(Flinders street) at 9:15. There will be plenty of time 
to ascertain what the wild waves are saying at the back 
beach, the return hour being 5:30 in the evening. 
The tickets are offered at 3s return, this amount cov- 
ering the railway fare as well. Already some hundreds 
have been sold, and the outing promises to be quite as 
successful as previous undertakings of the kind.” 

“The entries for the hardware sports at the St. Kilda 
cricket ground, on Saturday, April 5, are very large. 
There should be some exciting contests, as all the best 
men in the trade will be competing, the only event 
which has not filled well being the ‘Old Duffers’ 
Race.’ ” 

“The Hardware Cricket Club had an enjoyable game 
on February 15, when they encountered a team from 
the Melbourne Cricket Club. Winning the toss, the 
latter ran up a score of 250, some of the batsmen scor- 
ing very fast. The Hardwarers responded with 65 for 
the loss of 4 wickets When time was called, and the 
match resulted in a draw.” 

These casual items clearly indicate that the Austral- 
asian hardware dealer takes an occasional hour for re- 
laxation. The fact that a club composed of hardware 
men and clerks took in over $500 in one year from bil- 
liards and euchre shows that these pastimes must have 
quite a number of devotees in the far-off land of the 
kangaroo and the emu. 

The hardware men in Victoria are “some” cricketers 
as they played a draw with a team from the Melbourne 
Cricket Club. Suppose a bunch of members of the 
Chicago Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association or the 
St. Louis Stove Dealers’ Association should try con- 
clusions with the Pittsburg Baseball Club in the Na- 
tional League? 

Why is the mere supposition so ludicrous? It is be- 
cause the hardware dealers, like other merchants, are 
too busy to spare the time for that steady playing nec- 
essary to round them into good baseball form. The 
average Chicago dealer goes to the hardware picnic 
some July day, and the time he does not spend with 
his family he devotes to a game of baseball with the 
salesmen. 

Take the case of our antipodal hardware dealers and 
the mere fact that there is a Hardware Cricket Club 
shows that the dealers there have time for healthful 
out-door sport. 

Americans are gradually turning their attention to- 
wards athletics. The good work done last year in this 
city in the formation of a number of trade bowling 
leagues should be followed by the inauguration of base- 
ball leagues, etc. The old Latin motto, sanus mens in 
corpore sano, should be observed by the hardware deal- 
ers as well as people in other lines of commercial en- 
deavor.

KOUND OAK STEEL RANGES. 





The Estate of P. D. Beckwith, Dowagiac, Mich., 
send us a handsome catalogue showing their Round 
Oak steel ranges. The polished nickel work on these 
ranges is plain and rich in design. The body is made 
of hammered polished steel. It is 18 gauge and bluish 
black in color. 

The massive polished nickel rail along the edge 
ot the top is ia tasteful harmonious keeping with the 
design. There are two draft slides, one on the end 
underneath the broiling door, the other in the nickel 
ash-pit door. 

A small nickeled door under the oven is used for 
cleaning out. It is hung on hinges and has a catch 
latch. 

The nickeled drop door on the end of the flue box 
opens level with the grate. The oven door is perfect- 
ly balanced with an iron weight, which is located in 
a well between the ash pit and front of the oven. 

The independent cast iron base at the bottom of 
range is an improvement of this year. It not only 
adds to the appearance of the range, but enables it to 
easily pass through any ordinary door. 

Thirteen pounds of 3%-inch thick asbestos board is 
used in this range and whenever it is applied it is pro- 
tected with 16-gauge sheet iron. The grates are com- 
bination wood or coal and can be quickly taken out and 
replaced without disturbance of the back, front or end 
linings. 

The bottom of the exit flue on the back of the range 
is protected from rust by a heavy cast-iron elbow. 

The ash pan is made of heavy galvanized iron, and 
has a strong balanced handle. 

The fire back is in three heavy sections, the front 
lining is in one piece and all are so carefully fitted in

their respective places that the draft is always through 
the grates, not up back of the linings. 

The warming closet is large and roomy. The round 
rolling door is handsomely ornamented. The top is 
perfectly flat. 

Just underneath are the monogram tea shelves. The 
broiling door is on the left end of the range, which 
can also be used as a feed door when burning coal, is 
4x12 inches in size. One of their catalogues will be 
furnished the trade on application.

THE HARDWARE MERGER A REALITY. 








The air has been thick the past few days with all 
sorts of rumors concerning the proposed merger of 
hardware jobbing interests. There have been a great 
many statements as to the personnel of the proposed 
consolidation, some of which have placed the number 
of firms about to enter same at five at the outside, while 
others have had the combination embrace all the hard- 
ware jobbers in the country. 

An authoritative statement given out April Io by 
some of the interested firms show the following firms 
to be interested: The Bigelow & Dowse Co., Boston, 
in New England; the Supplee Hardware Co., Phila- 
delphia, in the North Atlantic states ; the Bindley Hard- 
ware Co. of Pittsburg, Wm. Bingham Co. of Cleve- 
land and the Van Camp Hardware and Iron Co., In- 
dianapolis, in the Central West; the Simmons Hard- 
ware Co., St. Louis, in the Southwest, and Janney, 
Semple, Hill & Co., Minneapolis, and the Marshall- 
Wells Hardware Co., Duluth, in the Northwest; the 
Geo. Tritch Hardware Co., Denver, in the mountain 
region, and the Pacific Hardware and Steel Co., San 
Francisco, on the coast. These are the principal houses 
interested, although a number of smaller houses will 
be in the combine, notably in the Southern states, which 
is the only section of the country not represented in 
the above list. Further negotiations are still in prog- 
ress with some firms, and it is expected that several 
strong outside firms will be taken in, possibly in Chi- 
cago, which is not at present represented in the merger. 

No name has yet been definitely decided upon for 
this new company, although the following have been 
suggested: National Hardware and Metal Co., In- 
ternational Hardware and Metal Co. and International 
Hardware Co. Of course, as the organization has not 
been completed, no regular election of officers has been 
held, but the following leading hardware men will 
probably be at the head of the consolidation: 

President—E. C. Simmons of the Simmons Hard- 
ware Co., St. Louis. 

Vice-President—John Bindley of the Bindley Hard- 
ware Co., Pittsburg. 

Chairman of the Executive Committee—W. D. Sim- 
mons of the Simmons Hardware Co., St. Louis. 

There will be a directorate consisting of from twen- 
ty-five to thirty members, which will be chosen geo- 
graphically—that is, with a careful consideration of 
the different sections of the country; and there will 
be an executive committee of nine. 

The proposition is to incorporate this company urder 
the laws of New Jersey with a capitalization of $120,- 
000,000, divided up into 40,000,000 preferred and 8o,-

000,000 common stock. The preferred will be a 6 
per cent cumulative stock, preferred for both liquida- 
tion and dividends. 

St. Louis will be the general headquarters for pur- 
chases and sales, and will also have the matter of 
transportation in charge, and the Eastern headquarters 
of the firm will be in New York City. The large buy- 
ing of the firm will be done in St. Louis, while the 
smaller buying will be done at the local houses. Each 
house will be held to a strict accounting, and if its 
business is not satisfactory it will be closed up. 

The promoters of the company point out several 
advantages, among which are the following: In the 
first place, all houses constituting the company will be 
so placed that they can easily take advantage of all 
cash discounts, as there will be an abundance of ready 
money on hand for conducting the company’s business. 
An important saving will be furnished in the matter 
of. catalogues. This is estimated as at least $75,000. 
It is the intention of the promoters to create a mutual 
insurance fund. All sums which are naturally paid 
by the constituent companies for insurance under the 
system now in vogue would be paid into its mutual in- 
surance fund, the savings of which would naturally 
accrue to the company. The present force of traveling 
salesmen of the various houses will be continued, in 
order that there may be no disturbance of the existing 
personal relations between wholesale and retail dis- 
tributors. It is very possible, however, that the num- 
ber of salesmen will be gradually transferred from 
territory that is overworked to other territory, where 


their efforts can be more advantageously employed.

Tighten your glands until the rods get hot; it is 
good for packing manufacturers. 

Pour on lots of oil ; it looks nice to see it run over the 
boiler and upon the ground. 

Keep your engines pounding so that the neighbors 
will hear it; it is a good advertisement. 

Shut your furnace doors tight when you light your 
fire; it will give you lots of time for gossip. 

Do not sweep out your smoke box; let it rush out. 

Do not clean your engine when it breaks down; the 
broken part is much easier to handle. 

Do not try your safety-valve; you are liable to get 
to heaven sooner than you expect. 

Never blow out your lubricator; it is only a waste of 
steam. 

Do not clean your fire; your engine will steam easier 
full of clinkers. , 

Never look at the interior of your boiler; the more 
mud the less water you need. 

In frosty weather leave the pet cocks all closed; it 
costs nothing for repairs. 


Never oil your governor with kerosene ; when it gets 
gummed up you will get to your destination all the 
sooner. 

And above all, when your employer is engaged with 
anyone, leave your engine and listen to what is going 
on; you may be able to transact his business some 
day.

SOME INTERESTING PATTERNS. 








BY L. S. BONBRAKE. 
HAS RECEIVED BUT LITTLE ATTENTION. 

The construction of a practical and reliable chimney 
top, combining ornamentation and artistic effect, we 
find has received but little attention from the trade, 
revolving tops and ordinary ventilator forms are very 
well in most instances, yet there are times when they 
will not fill all requirements, hence we will endeavor in 
this article to describe and illustrate our conception of 
an artistic top, several of which were made and placed 
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on the court house chimneys at Peru, Ind., by the 
writer. 
MAY BE BOXED IN GALVANIZED IRON. 

If desired, and we believe it preferable, the top of the 
chimney may be boxed in galvanized iron, in which is 
cut a square hole of any size desired for the base or 
capacity of the chimney top. 

If the chimney is not boxed, the base may be made 
to fit it on the inside and rest upon the top of the brick 
at the flanges A A, Fig. 1. 

The size of the base “B,” Fig. 1, will determine the 
width of the top and pieces used in the formation sup- 
posing it to be twelve inches square, the inside panels, 
as shown by Fig. 2, would be one foot wide each at 
the base, and eight inches at the top, and for propor- 
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tion they should be two feet two inches long. An 
opening six inches at the bottom and four inches at the 
top is cut out of each panel, of which there are four. 
For a stiff edge and to prevent buckle in the opening, a 
quarter-inch flange may be formed at right angle with 
the panel at the opening. 
THE INSIDE OF THE TOP. 

When the four panels have been made and riveted 

or seamed together at the corners, as at “B B,” Fig. 2, 
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they will make the inside of the top one foot at the base 
on each side and eight inches at the top, which is let 
open also for smoke. 

When completed the inside of the top is then riveted 
to the base “B,” as shown by dotted lines Fig. 1. The 
brace, Fig. 3, heavily edged and with one and a half 
inches spread, is riveted, one each, at the dotted marks 
“A A” on each panel. An outside panel to cover the 
opening in the inside panels is shown in form by Fig. 
4. Of course requiring four in number to form the 
square, the length may be the same as for the inside, al- 
though two inches longer is preferred. The bottom 
should be circled concave from A A fourteen inches 
to B B twelve inches, and tapered from A A to C C to 
ten inches. The edges from A to C are wired, using 
No. 10 steel wire for stiffness. The distance from A to 
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FIG, 


B is two and a half inches, allowing one and one-half 
inches to be formed at an agle as shown by the perspec- 
tive view. Fig. 5 from C to B and the remaining one 
inch to be riveted to the base A. 
THE CONE TOP. 

The cone top is made of four pieces as shown by Fig. 
6, and allowing the dotted edge three-quarters of an 
inch for riveting or seaming. The circled bottom ex- 
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tention is formed concave from B to C, and after the 
cone has been completed by each piece being riveted to- 
gether as at A, they are then riveted onto the top of 
the outside panels as shown at A A, Fig. 7, the same 
figure showing an open corner, four of which are made 
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IN RECAPITULATION. 

A further explanation can be made by noting that 
the inside panels form solid corners, with openings in 
their sides. The outer panels form open corners and 
solid sides to cover the opening in the inner panels. The 
bottom of both inner and outer panels are riveted to a 
base, the outer over the inner. The top of the inner 
panels is let free, extending into the cone. The top 
of the outer panels are riveted to the circled bottom ex- 
tentions of the cone, and the outer and inner panels are

by this manner of using the outside panels. The braces, 
Fig. 3, which have one end riveted to the inside panels 
at A A, Fig. 2, are then riveted at the other end to the 
outside panels at B B, which connects the inner and

outer panels, and allowing an inch and a half space, yet 
keeping each in its proper position.

AN ORDINARY CHIMNEY TOP 
made to fit and be riveted to a base, as A, Fig. 8, the 
base entering the chimney, instead of having the top 
extend over and down the chimney four inches, is a

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great saving of material, is not so bunglesome looking, 
is more easily placed, and more permanent. A stack 
going over the top of a 16 inch chimney requires a base 
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of five feet, 5% inches, if built on a base entering the 
chimney, four feet, 1% inches only is required. To 
construct a stack on this plan the base A, Fig. 8, is first 
made to fit inside the chimney. It may be eight inches 
in length, six inches to extend down into the chimney 
and two inches to be turned at a right angle, forming a 
flange to rest on the top of the brick. 
CUTTING A STACK. 

Fig. 9 illustrates the method of cutting a stack, or 
rather the tapered bottom section to be made of two 
pieces, instead of four. Supposing the base to be one 
foot square, and the circumference at the top two feet, 
we first draw the indefinite dotted center line, we then 
mark in as shown by dotted line, four inches from the 
edge of the sheet, the four inches to be used as a bot- 
tom flange, after which six inches are spaced right and 
left from the center line, giving the points A A and 
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three inches each way from the center at the top, mak- 
ing the points B B. A line drawn from the points A A 
to B B will give the taper of stack bottom, then by lay- 
ing the square on the line with the heel exactly on the 
point A, the beveled dotted base line may be described, 
the width of same, six inches, can be pointed at D, the 
top point, C, may be ascertained in like manner by re- 
versing the square. 
MAKING POINTS FOR SECOND HALF. 

After the first half has been cut at the side dotted 
lines, which allow 3% inch at each side for the seam, 
the points of the second half may be marked with a 
prick punch. Before forming the corners AB AB the 
base flange is cut on the lines AE AE and edges are 
turned at the side dotted lines on the stove pipe brake, 
after which the two are formed with square corners 
and grooved together. 

The four inch flange at the bottom of the stack is in- 
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tended to cover the brick, and also to be riveted to the 
two-inch base flange, as shown by Fig. 8. 

A FLARING THIMBLE AND PIPE HOLDER 
conceived for the purpose of preventing rain and wa- 
ter from-running out the stove pipe hole and down the 


FLANGE 
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F/G J. 
wall, streaking and marring same, is shown by Fig. 
10. It will be noticed that the top of the thimble is 
straight, while the bottom is flaring from the front 
downward to the back or inside, providing a drainage 
which will prevent water getting to the front under 
any ordinary conditions. 

The pipe holder is made of spring steel, about the 
size of hoop iron, and is riveted to the bottom of the 
thimble, with its upper end projecting a little above the 
bottom line of the front opening, as shown at A. This 
is to allow the spring to bear on the pipe and hold it in 
proper position. If the spring is rounded slightly at 
its upper end it will allow of the pipe being removed 
more readily. The method of outlining a pattern for 
the tapered bottom half of the thimble is shown by 
diagram, Fig. No. 11, and it may be noted here that 
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this same manner of procedure is applicable in getting 
the pattern and size for any class of tapered or conical 
work. 

PATTERN FOR THIMBLE BOTTOM. 

The diagram as shown by Fig. II is intended to de- 
velop a pattern for the bottom of the thimble five inches 
long, and to be the one-half of a cone six inches at one 
end and nine inches at bottom, and is to a scale of one- 
fourth inch to the inch. 

First, as noted, an indefinite perpendicular line is 
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drawn at the base, of which a horizontal line is made, 
four and one-half inches to right and left, a parallel line 
is made five inches above this, giving the height de- 
sired, the line being three inches from the center to the 
points A A. Having the length, and top and bottom 
lines, an edge is placed to touch the points A and B 
and line extended until it intersects the center line at 
“C.” From this point the dividers are used to describe 
a circle with the points A A touching, when the divider 





5 inches 
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is spread five inches to allow of touching at B B, and 
making the bottom sweep, after which half the distance 
between A A is stepped off on the upper circle three 
times, the same on the lower one being half of distance 
from B B, and by allowing the dotted edge D, for the 
seam, the pattern has been developed of sufficient accu- 
racy to meet any ordinary requirement. 

Of course we all understand that the circumference 
is 3.1416 times the diameter. However, in years of 
practical experience we have never as yet had occasion 
to regret using the simple rule of adding one inch in 
circumference to every seven of diameter, and frac- 
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tions thereof in proportion. Having secured a pattern 
for the bottom of the thimble, the top is made of a 
straight piece, and if it is desired to make same of one 
piece, with one seam which should be on the top, a pat- 
tern can be readily procured by cutting through the top 
of a proper sized thimble from A to A, opening same 
out and adding an edge for seaming. 

A CEREAL COOKER. 
built expressly for cooking oatmeal, rolled oats and 
food of similar character is illustrated by Fig. 12 and 
shown in use inside of a large can, bucket or kettle by 





Fig. 13 “D.” As all lovers of this character of food 
prefer it cooked dry, and not wet and sloppy, we have 
provided every requirement to attain the end desired 
without danger of burning or scorching. First a pam 
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or vessel of suitable size is provided, upon the bottom 
of which are riveted three cleats, raising the pan three- 
quarters of an inch, shown by A A. A tube of from 
one and one-quarter to one and one-half inches, accord- 
ing to the size of the pan, is seamed into the center of 
the bottom and allowed to extend nearly to the top, as 
shown at B. The cover C is then made to fit the pan 
neatly and tight. When in use this pan is placed inside 
of a larger vessel, having water sufficient to raise to 
about one-fourth the height of the inner pan. When 
the water is heated the food will cook from the outside, 
the bottom and in the center by means of the tube, and 
sufficient steam will enter the pan through the tube B 
to allow of all moisture necessary for dry cereal cook- 
ing. When no steam whatever is desired, the tube B 
may be closed with a cap, or a screw top may be sol- 
dered on, making it convenient to open or close. 
A HORIZONTAL TIP OIL CAN 

with an arrangement for preventing the overflow ot the 
vessel or lamp, to be filled, and with a provision for self- 
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sealing, is illustrated by Fig. 14, and made as follows: 
The body of the can is of usual size (five gallons) and 
may be made of tin or galvanized iron. The ends are 
plain except for a hole in each slightly above center of 
size to admit of a No. 6 wire passing through ; the heads 
are so placed upon the body as will compel the can to. 











balance with the seam of the can directly on top. Back 
of the seam is placed the screw cap A, having a vent 
hole at its front side, and a ball or marble inside to 
cover the hole into the can. The ball is secured inside 
of the screw top by means of a strip of tin. 

Another ball is confined in the delivery spout C as at 
E, and kept from rolling to the end of the spout and 
clogging by means of a wire or tin strip “D.” A small 
tube is connected with the vent in the screw cap, and 
extended down and over the delivery tube C and pro- 
jecting beyond its end three-quarters of an inch, as at 
“J.” When the can is tipped, in use the balls roll for- 
ward, allowing vent and flow, and when the liquid 
reaches the end of the tube J, the vent is closed, stop- 
ping the flow and preventing overflow. 

For strength and.stability the No. 6 wire I I, engag- 
ing the iron stand G, should pass clear through the can 
and be thoroughly soldered to the heads, and reinforced 
by a washer. The tail H is located between the screw 
cap and the spout of the can.

The Lennox Manufacturing Co., Marshalltown, Ia., 
send us a circular describing their Torrid Zone fur- 
naces. These are built with a sectional fire pot which 
has no connection with the hot air chamber, as it is 
enclosed with a solid steel body. The indirect radiator 
is made with a hanging partition in the center that ex- 
tends from the top down to a point within eight inches 
from the bottom. A damper is placed near the top of 
this partition and when it is closed the hot gases pass 
down the inner side to the bottom and return to the top 
on the other side. The indirect flue is crescent-shaped 
and 42 to 48 inches high, according to the height of the 
furnace, and is connected to the body of the same at 
the back by a self-locking collar of this firm’s own in- 
vention. The fire pot and combustion chamber are en- 
closed with a single shell of milled steel, the body being 
a single plate one-eighth of an inch thick. 

These furnaces are thorough smoke consumers. The 
fire bowl is constructed with crevices or orifices around 
the top edge through which the heated air passes free- 
ly in jets into the combustion chamber.

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MIXING PUTTY. 





In mixing putty for glazing panels so that it will 
sandpaper easily and smoothly, white lead should be 
used, together with coach japan and a very little var- 
nish. It can be thinned, by the use of turpentine, to 
the consistency required. If too much varnish is used, 
the putty will be tough, and will glaze under the sand- 
paper. For general use, the addition of one-third whit- 
ing to two-thirds dry white lead will cause the putty 
to dry harder than white lead alone will do. When a 
putty is wanted for filling up nail holes, or to cover 
up screw heads, if the job is to be finished in the 
natural color of the wood, the lead can be stained 
with a little sienna and yellow, or raw umber and 
yellow, or burnt umber to match the color of the wood. 
Little putty should be used on natural wood jobs, 
however, and if it is used at all it should be painted 
and grained like the iron work, so as to match the 
wood as closely as possible. Grained leather is suit- 
able for covering dashes and fenders on jobs finished 
in natural wood.—Carriage Monthly.

A USEFUL ALLOY. 





To make an alloy which expands in cooling, melt 
together 9 pounds of lead, 2 pounds of antimony, and 
1 pound bismuth. This alloy may be used in fastening 
foundation belts for machinery into foundation stones. 
Collars, or heads, are left on the bolts, and after a 
hole is drilled in the stone a couple of short, small 
holes are drilled at an angle to the big hole. When 
the metal is poured it will flow around the bolts and 
also into these small holes, and it is nearly impossible 
for the bolt to pull out. When drilling holes into 
stone the water used should be carefully dried out by 
the use of red hot iron rods before the melted metal 
is poured in, in order to prevent accident by the blow- 
ing out of the metal and burning the hands and face of 
the workman.—Ex.

COST OF DOING BUSINESS. 





A good many years ago, when the writer was a 
young business man, Franklin MacVeagh said to me 
in his office: “One reason why retail merchants do not 
succeed any better is because they do not get the right 
cost on goods.” 

Naturally, I did not quite understand what he meant, 
and said so. Said he: “If you buy a barrel of sugar 
at 7 cents a pound and freight is one-half cent a pound, 
what do you call your cost?” Of course I said 7% 
cents. “How much does it cost you to do business? 
What percentage of the year’s sales are the year’s ex- 
penses?”’ “About 12 per cent, or 13 per cent,” I an- 
swered. Then said he: “You ought to add to the cost 
and freight the per cent of expense to get your real 
cost.” 

This has been a very helpful thought to me and I 
feel like taking advantage of the privilege extended me 
by the Bulletin to pass it along, hoping some other re- 
tail dealer may take it to heart and get at his true cost. 
If every retailer realized that the only part of the 
price he receives or hopes to receive for the goods 
which go out of his store, that belong to him, is what 
he gets above what he pays for the goods, with the 
freight and expense of doing business added, there 
would be less price-cutting ; less making “fool” prices 
on goods, and fewer retail merchants who after years 
of hard work and honest effort, find their capital all 
gone and that they are, perhaps, unable to pay their 
debts. 

There seems to be a very great lack of knowledge 
on the part of retailers as to what expenses really are.

‘Sey of San own their own bultdiogs, ond: you hear 
them say: “I don’t have any rent to pay and so can 
sell cheaper,” forgetting that if they didn’t use the 
building someone else would rent it and pay them for it. 

Others never borrow any money, and they say: “I 
have no interest to pay and can sell cheaper,” forget- 
ting that if they were not using the money, someone 
else would pay them interest for it. Probably no re- 
tailer figures his own time as an expense item, but the 
man who can successfully manage a retail business 
could earn from $1,000 to $3,000 a year doing busi- 
ness for someone else. 

I believe reliable statistics show that the expense of 
doing retail business is from 12 per cent to I5 per cent 
of the total sales—not of the cost price, but of the 
selling price of goods. Grocers’ expenses are greater 
than many other lines, because of delivery, calling for 
orders, losses on perishable goods and bad debts. 

All these items should be added to the expense ac- 
count each year. 

I trust the time is eoming soon when, through the 
educational influences of the trade papers, of the con- 
ventions, wise wholesale and traveling men, the now 
well nigh universal system of marking costs and ex- 
penses too low, and prospective profits too high will 
have passed away and that the next generation of re- 
tail merchants, after having spent their working years 
in honestly and faithfully ministering to the needs of 
their neighbors, will be able in old age to retire and 
enjoy their well earned and deserved rest, which, as 
far as my knowledge extends, is a prospect before very 
few of the present generation of retail grocers and 
general merchants.—F. P. McBride in Commercial 
Bulletin.

BRADSTREET’S ON IRON AND STEEL SITUA- 
TION. 


The editor of Bradstreet’s telegraphs us this advance 
report of the iron and steel situation : 

Prices of Bessemer pig iron have moved upward 
this week on the announcement that very large sales 
for delivery between October, 1902, and April 1, 1903, 
aggregating 225,000 tons, have been closed. Foundry 
and forge iron are also firmer, despite a further in- 
crease in output of available stocks have been further 
reduced. Practically all the merchant furnaces are 
booked with orders for the balance of the year, while 
in finished products no promises will be made for de- 
liveries inside of three or four months. Finished 
products note few changes in price, but there is no 
diminuation in activity of demand in rails. No orders 
will be accepted for delivery during the balance of the 


. year. Large orders for spikes have been refused. 


Large sales of iron ore are shortly looked for at Cleve- 
land. 





HARDWARE. 


Light hardware is in active demand and most job- 
bers experience considerable difficulties in trying to 
fill their orders, owing to the scarcity of goods in 
different lines. There is a shortage in screen doors, 
poultry netting, wire cloth, wire fencing and strap and 
T hinges, and spring sales of all goods have largely 
exceeded the business of last year’s season. Building 
hardware and tools are having a heavy sale and prices 
are held very firm. 

Sash and door jobbers report that they have sold 
30 per cent more stock during March than at any time 
in their history. Prices are firm and are expected 
to go somewhat higher in the near future. 

There is an active movement in the paint and oil 
trade. Linseed oil is more firmly held, but turpentine 
is lower in price in sympathy with a break in the 
South. 





WIRE NAILS. 


Wire nails remain unchanged at $2.20 for single 
carload lots and $2.25 to $2.30 for small lots. 





CUT NAILS. 


Cut nails are in more demand and are quoted at 
$2.25 in small lots.
